IRELAND COUNSELS CATHOLICS. 


Advises Them to Leave Friar Question 
to the Pope.

ST. PAUL, Minn., Aug. 4—Archbishop 
Ireland preached a sermon yesterday on 
the friar land question in the Phil'ppines. 

He counseled Catholics to leave all to 
Pope Leo and not to show dissatisfaction 


with the progress of negotiations between 
the United States and Kome. He said in 


rt: 
‘Let justice be done to America; in no 
other country is there a government so falr- 
minded, so impartial, so willing to treat all 
classes of citizens with absolute justice as 
that which we are blessed in America. And 
let Catholics be careful lest by imprudent 
agitation and repeated mistrust of the gov- 
ernment of America, they instill into the 
minds of many of their fellow cit!zens the 
notion that. as Catholics, they are disposed 
to form themselves into a people apart, ever 
dissatisfied with America and its institu- 
tions, ever ready to complain, ever anxious 
to find a plea upon which to rest their mur- 
murings. The Catholic body will never 
rosper In America unless it be thoroughly 
mbued with the spirit of the country and 
with a deep love for its welfare. To be one 
with the country is the lesson which Pope 
Leo is ceaselessly teaching Catholics.

BY COURT DECREE 


YOCUM INSURANCE 


-. Famous Case Settled by Ap- 
pellate Judges, 


GIRL’S RELATIVES LOSE CLAIM 


LOWER COURT HAD RULED IN 
IN THEIR FAVOR. 


Father and Daughter Drowned in Gulf 
of Mexico and Contest Over In- 
surance Was Caused by 
Uncertainty Which 
Died First. 


In a decision in which Judges Bland, 
Barclay and Goode concur, the Court of 
Appeals Monday morning decided that Miss 
Gertrude M. Harris of 1719 Waverly place 
and Mrs. Nettive Scanavi of Vienna, 
Austria, are entitled to the proceeds of the 
$3000 insurance taken out by the late Harry 
C, Yosum of St. Louis in favor of his 
Gaughter, the late Florence C. Yocum. 
Both were drowned in the Gulf of Mcxioo. 

The decision reverses a decision of the 
‘Cireult Court and remands the case with 

directions to the trial judge to enter judg- 
‘ment for Mias Harris and Mrs. Scanavi. 

Both Mise Harris and Mrs. Seanavi are 
nieces of the late Mr. Yocum. 

The trial court decided that three ma- 
ternal reiatives of Florence Yocum were 
‘entitled to the money. 

In reversing the trial court's decision, the 
Appellate Court ruled in the opposite man- 
ner to the Supreme Court in a recent de- 
cision based on almost the same state of 


facts. 

The Supreme Court affirmed a decision of 
the St. Louis Circuit Court in a contest 
between the same litigants over an in- 
surance policy for $8000 in the United 
States Casualty Co. and decided that the; 

material relatives of Florence Yocum, 
and not Miss Harris and Mrs. Scanavi 
were entitled to the proceeds. 

Both suits grew out of the tragic deaths 
of Mr. Yocum and 7s daughter, Florence, 
in the Gulf of Mexico, and the utter ab- 
sence of evidence tending to show which 
of them survived the other. 

The courts were unable to conclude which 
died first, and paid no attention to the evi- 
dence tendi show whether Mr. Yocum 
or his daughter survived. 

In the prosecution of the suits it became 
necessary for the claimants to attempt to 
prove that the father survived the daugh- 
ter, or vice versa, and in both instances 
the decision went to the side that was not 
making the claim, as the claimants failed 
utterly to convince the court either way. 
oe h the appellate court's decision 

favored the side that the Supreme Court 
did not, there is no conflict in the decis- 
ions. 

Judge Goode in his opinion for himself 
and Ju Barclay quotes the Supreme 
Court's decision and commends it. It de- 
cided that Florence Yocum’s heirs were 
entitled to the $8000 insurance money be- 
cause she had a ‘‘vésted interest’’ there- 
in. The Court of Appeals decided that 
Florence Yocum’s relatives Were not en- 
titled to the money due on the Royal Ar- 
canum benefit certificate because she did 
not have a ‘vested interest’’ therein. 

. The cases have been in court for three 
years and one-half and have attracted es- 
pecial attention because of the very diffi- 
cult question of survivorship involved. 

ise Yocum and her father met death in 
the Gulf of Mexico in December, 1898. They 
were membe of a party of eight that 
left New Orleans in the naphtha launch 
Paul Jones, intending to sail to Belleair. 
Fla. None of them were ever seen alive 
‘after the launch steamed away from New 
Orleans. Only wreckage from the boat 
and portions of clothing, recognized as be- 
longing to the party, floated ashore to tell 
of their fate. A daughter of Mayor Tag- 
gart of Indianapolis was with the party. 

Among the effects of Mr. Yocum were an 
insurance policy in the United States Cas- 
ualty Co. and a benefit certificate in the 
Royal Arcanum. In both Miss Yocum was 
named as beneficiary. 

Martin V. Kacer, her administrator. filed 
a claim with both companies for the in- 
surance money, and Attorney William F. 
Woerner, now associate city counselor. 
filed a claim for the same money on behalf 
of Miss Harris and Mrs. Scanavi. 

The contention of Mr. Yocum’s nieces 
was that Miss Yocum, being the weaker, 
perished before her father, and that there- 
fore the insurance money descended to her 
father's heirs. 

Mrs. Kacer’s attorney resisted this con- 
tention on the ground that there was noth- 
ing to show that Miss Yocum did not sur- 
vive her father and that, even if she had 
not survived him, that she had a vested in- 
terest in both policies that could not be 
be out.

he Yocums survived the other would have 
been on them, and they could 
proved it.

and daughters of Lloyd G. Harris, prompt- 
ly interpleaded.

Betrayed No Nervousness and His Dis- 
course Seemed to Impress the 
Congregation.

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 4. Maurice

ND THE CUBANS 


Island Republic Has- Ar- 
ranged to Borrow Sum. 


PAY FOR THE REVOLUTIONISTS 


$23,000,000 WILL BE REQUIRED 
FOR THIS PURPOSE. 


Expenses of the Cuban Junta and the 
Needs of the: Agriculturalists 
Will Be Satisfied From 
the Fund. 


HAVANA, Avg. 4—The first important 
work of the Cuban Congress is approach- 
ing a conclusion, after a sitting of a little 


more than two months. 
At Saturday night's session of the Senate 


the way wus prepared for circulatl 335, - 
000, 000 shrough ut the island by sudstan- 
tially approvi the House bill for the cir- 
culation of this amount. The money, it is 
alleged, will have the effect of relieving 
considerably the present crisis. 
The Cuban Congress considers it advis- 
planters, pending ef- 
forts to obtain reciprocity at the next seS- 
sion of the American Congress. The neces- 
sity is also recognized of paying the debts 
contracted by the Cuban junta of New 
York in aid of the last revolution and to 
pay “he liberati army. 

Authority has been granted for the ap- 
pointment of a commission to fix and pay 
the amount due to the army. Gen. Maxi- 
mo Gomez will probably be the chairman. 
President Palma will be authorized to 
borrow $35,000,000 in American gold and 18- 
sue national 36-year 5 per cent bonds within 
six months. Four million dollars will be 
applied to the aid of the cane growers and 
the agricultural and cattle industry gen- 


erally. * 

The money will be loaned at the rate of 
O cents for every 2500 Fo yew of sugar 
grown in the last crop. hé money is to 
be repaid in February, March or April of 
next year, drawing 6 per cent interest. 
bondholders will have the custom house re- 
ceipts as a guarantee for the repayment of 
the $4,000,000. 

President Palma will be authorized to in- 
crease the tariff duties on certain articles 
accordingly. 

The rest of the $35,000,000 loan will be used 
for the payment of debts contracted by the 
New York junta to eupport the revolution, 
amounting to about $3,000,000, also for pay- 
ment of services of the army, amounting 
to $28,000,000. 

To bring this loan within the terms of 
the Platt amendment and other provisions 
of the Cuban constitution, the present Con- 
gress, before adjourning, will provide a plan 
to pay interest and will establish a sinking 
fund to redeen the principal. This proba- 
bly will be done by means of a a: tax. 
Any balance of the loan will be applied to 
agriculture at the discretion of Congress. 

The foregoing has been substantially ap- 
proved by Congress, only the details re- 
maining for discussion, which began today 
in public sessions. It is believed such a 
loan can be negotiated and taken care of 
without greut difficulty. It will be Cuba’s 
only national debt. Business depression in 
the towns and poverty in the country are 
not decreasing. 

There have been 128 business failures in 
the last 12 months against 23 the year be- 
fore.

The total money contributions amounted to $1,257,610.59 and it is 
pleasant to note that the cry of distress was heard around th; 
world. England sent $31,178.00, France $10,005.00 and Germany 
$5350.40. Even South Africa is represented among the donors. 
New Yorks jeads the American states with $108,373.42. Missouri 
sent $52,116.04. 

Besides this great total for general relief $5,806.03 was cone 
tributed for special purposes, such as the restoration of asylums 
and hospitals, and supplies of food, wines, ice, disinfectants and 
medicines arrived by train and shiploads from all parts of the 
country.

UNABLE TO DO HIS DUTY. 

In regard to these he will simply say

Close Together.
